S an F ra n c isc o , April 31.—About 2 o’clock 
a fire alarm was turned in, caused by a ess 
explosion at the Palace Hotel, in the cellar 
under the sidewalk. A leak of gas caused au 
investigation, and iffiter Jackson, John Up­ 
shur and William Moysell, employed in the 
hotel, went down with a light, which caused 
an explosion, all of them heicg burned, 
thcurh not vety seiiously. The patrol and 
fire department were at once on the ground 
and entered the cellar, when another explo­ 
sion occurred of greater violence, blowing out 
the sidewalk light and severely burning a 
number of persons. Assistant Erglneer Ross, 
of the fire department, was dangerously in­ 
jured ; John McGarry, driver of No. 1 
truck. Captain White, ot the fire uatrol, Geo. 
B. Larose, G. W. Harrison, J. F. Merrick, 
Eugene Drew, John Ford and R. I. Chap­ 
man, members of the patrol, were all badly 
burned. It is fearod that Chapma^ will not 
recover. James Riley, foreman of No. 5 
hi-se, John Cavanaugh, son cf the occupant 
oí a Btore overhead, Frank Smith, of Vir­ 
ginia City, and J. A. Facez, an employe of 
tne hotel, were also burned, though not seri­ 
ously. The damage to property is not of 
consequence. The wounded were at once re­ 
moved to a drug store, and subsequently to 
their homes, the members of the tire patrol 
being taken to tbe patrol building on Steven­ 
son street, the next bl.ck. The injured men 
are all burned about the hands, face and head, 
but though in great pain no fatal result is 
feared, except in the casc3of Rcss and Chap­ 
man. 
Surveyor-General Brown, who was 
standing on New Montgomery street, near the 
cellar light which was blown out, bad his 
clothing burned.

Depositions were read to tho effect 
that she was clearly insana last November, 
when she was up there. She claimed then 
that she had been manied to one McClaskey, 
and that be wculd not live with her, as he 
considered her insane.

The R aiding Apaches.

He says : “ I 
left the Ohiricahuas three days ago. There 
are two bands in Arizona—Chatos with 25 
men and Gerónimos with 80 men. Joh was 
left in the Batnco mountain», Mexico, with 
three men and five women. Looo is in a 
stronghold four days’ march southeast from 
Casa Graode, with 14 of the remnants of 
Victorio’a bead, and all of tbe women of tbe 
bands now ont. Natctel, Cochise's son, is 
with Chato. Two bands left camp in Mex­ 
ico 22 days ago ; one came to tbe Whetstone 
mountains, near Tombstone, the other came 
np into Arpona fartber east, and left a band 
near Pueblo Viejo. They intend to go aorth 
to the Mogollon mountain circle to-aigh*-, 
then go south to a place where CcL Garcia 
had a fight last year. These Indians are all 
from tbe San Carlos reservation, except 14 of 
Victorio’s old band. They left the reservation 
one year ago. These are all the Indians in 
Mexico on the war-path controlled by Ge- 
rommos. Loco lives apart from them. The 
I majority want to retnrn to the reservation. 
Loco is anxious to surrender, bnt the other* 


will not let 41m.” The Indian captured is 
ironed and in the guard-hoose.

There are 40,750 pupi’s enrolled in onr 
public schools, and an average attendance 
of 31,014. These pupils are ac?omniodated 
in 05 school-houaes and arc taught by 075 
teachers, 59 of whom aro males and GIG 
females. 
During the month of March 86,241 
ounces gold and 430,007 ounces silver 
were deposited at the Mint for coinage 
purposes, and 91,094 ounces crude silver 
were deposited for fine silver.

Throe vessels were chartered for wheat 
last week, making five for the month of 
March.

CORPORAL 
PUNISHMENT. 


In San Francisco tbe school department 
has an officer styled “ School Inspector.” 
A lady has been appointed to fill it, be­ 
cause of her disciplinary success as a 
teacher, 
Tnia was tnauifest in her control 
of over seven hundred pupils, in grades 
from the first to the fifth, and which she 
governed the last school year without re­ 
sort in a single instance to corporal pun­ 
ishm ent—without striking a single blow. 
She is sent out now to ‘ 1 instruct teachers 
in the methods and expedients by which 
this happy result has keen attained.” The 
Superintendent advises her to labor to 
bring the practice of corporal punishment 
to the minimum ; to report overcrowded 
zrlxss-rooms, scrutinize closely all means of 
exit in case of a tire or panic, and where 
insufficient, to suggest remedies, and finally 
to introduce in the Bchools the admirable 
system of “ fire-drills.” The Inspector, in 
replying to tho letter of instruction, Bays 
th a t her mission will not be one of fault­ 
finding, hat “ in every way to strengthen, 
xriih more unity and system," the work of 
th e schools, particularly in their sanitary 
and moral conditions. 
Sue promises never 
to 
mortify 
or 
compromise 
the 
self- 
rcspee; of 
a 
teacher 
by criticism in 
nresecce of her class, and never to judge 
fc«r without a hearing. 
These are com­ 
mendable sentiments, and worthy the quo­ 
tation. 
But the point to which we wish 
to direct especial attention is that regard­ 
ing corporal punishment in the public 
schools. 
Its reduction to the mínimum 
rilwuYd everywhere be aimed at. 
Flogging 
nbould be extremely rare, so rare as to 
m ake it a m atter of remark when resorted 
to. 
The teacher who rules w ith the rod 
thereby suggests a doubt of her competency 
for the trust reposed in her. 
In.the Sac­ 
ram ento schools there are considerably 
less than 3,000 scholars, but in March 
seventy-four cases of the infliction of 
corporal punishment were reported, a td 
it is believed others were unreportcd. 
There is something wrong when the pliant 
lash or unyielding ruler enter so largely 
into disciplinary methods. 
The rules of 
th e Boaid of Education as to corporal pun­ 
ishm ent are very strict, very good, and 
tend to its discouragement. 
Gut in prac­ 
tice it does not decrease. There are teach­ 
ers in Sacramento who never flog, there­ 
fore the necessity for so much flogging as 
is reported does not exist in any of the 
classes. 
The most advanced views of 
school discipline do not contemplate the 
lash at all, and perhaps we may come to 
believe that the Booner we abolish it utterly 
in our schools the better, and substitute 
fo r it other methods of punishment. 


LABOUCHEBE’S 
FL AH. 


M r. Libouchere is an extremist in Eng­ 
lish politics. 
H e is always sensational, and 
his latest device for the annoyance of Eng­ 
lish citizens is an exposition of his plan 
for the establishment in Great Britain of 
“ a pure democracy.” 
His programme for 
political regeneration is not difficult to un­ 
derstand. 
He demands th at the English 
dem ocrats shall make two propositions the 
chief means for attaining their ends. These 
accomplished, all else will be easy to them. 
The first is an extension of the “ borough 
franchises,” 60 as to include counties ; and 
th e second is to extend the law-making 
privilege b y rendering it possible for a peor 
man to sit in the Gammon», and this is to 


b e done by ealarying the mcmbjra, reduc­ 
in g tbe parliam entary term »o three years, 
an d abolishing the principle of hereditary 
legislators. 
Incidental tc the plan for 


these ends wonld be the driving of the 
W higs into a union with the Conservatives, 
and the refusal of democratic votes to all 
candidates not pledged to the electoral 
district plan. 
By these means he thinks 
the popular will may be reflected in the 
national Legislature, and in time the coun­ 
try be brought “ into line w ith the spirit 
of the age.” 
But this agitator realized 
that 
his 
sensational 
demands 
would 
receive 
no 
hearing, 
and 
possibly in­ 
volve 
him 
in 
trouble, 
if 
he 
did 
not modify and explain them 
as not 
being attacks upon the sacred and deep- 
rooted monastical traditions of Eogland., 
He accordingly tempers his democratic 
blast, and with amusing adroitness enlarges 
in his essay upon the fact th at in England 
the issue between a monarchy and a repub­ 
lic is not within the realm of practical pol­ 
itics, and adds that it is not necessary to 
consider it even, because the monarch cf 
Great Britain reigns, but does not rule ; 
th a t to democrats, whether tho orna­ 
mental figurehead of the state be a living 
human being, a piece of painted canvas, 
or a gilt club, is a m atter of exceedingly 
small im portance; and adcB th at demo­ 
crats can conceive of a hereditary monarchy 
such as England’) without the abject cere­ 
monial or the vast expenditure of a court. 
In short, his “ pure democracy” does not 
object to a monarchy when shorn of its 
pomp, coat and power. 


THE GUI LOCK FOR THE YEAR. 


W e have purposely refrained from a con­ 
sideration of the effects of the recent storm 
until reliable reports from all parts of the 
country conld be received. 
It is now cer­ 
tain th at the great majority of the grain 
crops have beeu saved, that the fruit yield 
will be exceedingly abundant, and that 
general prosperity promises for the entire 
future of the year. 
Even in Colusa the 
crops have been resuscitated, and a near 
approach to an average yield, for the whole 
county, is- expected. 
There are but few 
Beetions, indeed, where there wili be any 
particular failure. 
Tbe copious rains came 
just in time, in just the right, order as to 
quantity and period of distribution, and 
were so general as to leave no section w ith­ 
out benefit. 
The result upon the general 
trade ana industries of the State is almost 
incalculable. 
Purse strings have already 
relaxed, investments promise to exceed 
those of any previous recent period, indus­ 
tries, the doors of which were closing two 
weeks ago, have been renewed, trade has 
been greatly stim ulated and new life has 
been breathed into every avenue of com­ 
merce. 
Very few agriculturists are em­ 
barrassed by mortgage?, money is plenty, 
interest has declined end trade has revived. 
W e have carefully examined the coast ex. 
changes and have special advices from all 
prominent producing sections, and feel 
fully warranted in predicting for Califor­ 
nia in 1SS3 a season of much abundance, 
industrial activity and commercial magni­ 
tude. 


A GOOD 
LESSON. 


Thirty-nine students of the University 
of Jena out of forty-two who fought in 
twenty-one duels in a single day, recently, 
were made grievously ill from wounds re­ 
ceived in the duels, from weapons that had 
been improperly cleaned, and as a result 
these youths suffered from blood poisoning. 
One of them, in the delirium of fever, com­ 
m itted suicide. Two others died in agoniz­ 
ing tortures, and it said that there little hope 
of saving more than half the remainder. 
The event created great excitement in 
Vienna, and well it might. 
It will be a 
good lesEon, if it will aggravate the un­ 
popularity of the abominable practice of 
student-dueling in Germany. 
It is no 
slander to pronounce its tolerance there as 
a burning shame, and as disgraceful to a 
Government that claims to be enlightened 
and humane. 
A t best, it is a relic cf the 
barbarous 
side of a so-called chivalric 
age, and has no place in the oivilization of 
this century. 


RESISTING THE 
COBHMeS!ON. 


The strength of the Civil Service P.e- 
form Commission is being tested already. 
Every possible obstacle is being placed in 
its path by the political bosses, and noth­ 
ing is being left undone to hamper Mr. 
Eaton and his colleagues in their efforts to 
set the machinery of the Commission in 
order. 
I t is gratifying to know, however, 
that the President is with the Commission­ 
ers, and will co-operate with them fully'. 
The best evidence possible to be given of 
tbe necessity for the Commission is to be 
found in the resistance with which it meets 
before a solitary examination has been made 
by the Board.

It is complained by a contemporary that no reason 
ia given by tlie Supreme Court for its decision in tbe 
tax case relating to the sp2cial funds of Sacra­ 
mento. 
No reason is needed. 1 he law is as plain 
as a pike staff, and very few beside the class of law­ 
yers who prefer a fee to anything else under the 
sun, ever doubted the legality of the Acts authoriz­ 
ing the tax levies. Tha Court says: “ The several 
Acts subsequent to the oriirmal charter gave author­ 
ity for the levy and coll ctionof taxes in addition 
to those specified in such original charter.” That is 
reason enough, for that is all there is to be said, and 
a column cf argument would not add to the force of 
it. To tell why a thing is, which it is patent to the 
commonest intelligence w, would be a waste of time, 
space and *ood sense. 


Recent statistics taken in Philadelphia show that 
in but two trades do young men of American birth 
predominate—in machine shops and printing offices. 
A few weeks ago we elaborately considered the 
question of industrial education, and the greet diffi­ 
culty young men find in acquiring trades. The 
Philadelphia statistics fully sustain the position we 
then took in favor of enlarge 1 industrial education, 
in order to build up thorough raechat ics—the shops 
will furnish all the specialists we need. 


S. B. Wigois, at a public meeting in 
San 
Francisco on 
Monday night, announced 
that 
women school teachers of that city within a 
week have felt tbe tenure of their positions to be so 
insecure that they have gone to the saloon of a 
part}* boss in the endeavor to retain their places. If 
tins be true, it is such a disgraceful fact as to 
put even San Francisco to shame. It demands im­ 
mediate investigation. 


It almost surpasses belief that in the old Bay 
State, where there is such watchfulness exercised 
over public institutions, outrages of the character 
described as occurring in the State Almshouse could 
be possible. Governor Ben Butler has now an op 
portunity to wipe out much that is recorded against 
his ambition by wipiDg out the disgrace of Massa­ 
chusetts.

“ printed on leave,” ccreiati&g of 330 pages 
more. 
It will be the largest record ever pub­ 
lished at a short session oi Congress. Tho 
index, which will be a volume of about 150 
pr.ges, is conducted on tre same plan as the 
excellent index of the first sessi a of the 
F-»rty-seventh Corgrcps. Ia addition to the 
valuable features of the farmer index, these 
new volumes wiil contain a careful analysis 
of the entire tariff deba»e, so that it will be 
possible at a glance to find every amendment 
that was made with regard to each specific 
article in ti e tariff list. I t will require five 
volnmea . n 1 an appendix to contain the pro­ 
ceedings. The apperdix will be devoted to 
the mony speeches printed under tbe general 
permistión “ to print on leave,” which have 
not appeared in tne belated numbers cf the 
Record 
Criticism opon tbe number which 
printed the ipecch ( f General Wheeler, of

A Mr. Ford, who wbh a member of 
m ary secret societies, died. 
His father was 
greatly opposed to secret societies, and was a 
member of the National Christian Associa­ 
tion, who»e object is to destroy eecret socie­ 
ties, aud bad threatened to disinherit his 
daughter-in-law if she permitted secret socie­ 
ties to bury his eon. As she would have 
been utterly destitute without his aid, she ac 
ceded to tne request, and Blanchard was 
asked by her father to officiate.

menced a tirade against secret societies and 
spoedily drove the crushed widow into hyt- 
tericj, and was socn forced to discontinue his 
i-erinon and leave the church by the indignant 
denunciations <.f the audience.

N ew Y ork, April 3d.—In connection with 
the internalijnsl match at Wimbledon, in 
Juiy next, the National Association has re­ 
solved that competitions for the relection of 
a team be held at Creedinoor May 14th and 
tbe following Tuesday, Thursday and Fri­ 
day. Tne team finally chosen will repoit at 
Creedmoor .Tune 15th for practice, continu­ 
ing till ti e 20,fc.

April 31.—Litigation over 
the famous Jumel estate, sf er draggirg 
along more tfcau fifty years on its intricate 
course, through Courts cf high and low de­ 
gree, through City Courts, County Courts, 
State Courts and United States Courts, at 
last has been practically ended. An arrange­ 
ment has recently been made Between Mrs. 
Eliza Jumel Caryl, who with te r husband 
and her father, Nelson Chase, occupies the 
Jumel Mansion at Washington Hights, and 
the French claimants to the estate, who are 
represented by Marquis de Chambrun, the 
legal adviser < f the French Legation at 
Washington. By this arrangement the last 
of the numerous cases which have arisen ia 
regard to the estate will be settled, and Mr. 
Caase and Mr. Caryl wiil remain i»i compara­ 
tively undisturbed possession of the historic 
mansion. Although the settlement has been 
made between the parties interested, certain 
legal formalities will have to he gone through 
with before the aotu?l er.d of the whole liti­ 
gation will bo ravealed.

De 
Fronviile dead, shot through the brain, end 
her murderer lying dead beside her. with a 
revolver in his hand. The motive of the deed 
is supposed to have b.-eu tbe jealousy of De 
FruLville, and his wife’s refusal to live with 
him.

I t íb greatly to your credit 
that daring the entire school year, as I am 
informed, you have Becured satisfactory re­ 
sults in all grades, from the first to the 
fifth, with over 700 pupils in attendance, 
witbont striking a blow. 
Teach wherever 
needed (fortunately it is not everywhere) 
the methods and expedients by which this 
happy result has been attained. 
The most 
convincing evidence of your efficiency will 
be a gradual decrease in the frequency of 
corporal punishment, and its ultim ate re­ 
daction to a minimum. 
You will please 
examine into the hygienic conditions of the 
school-rooms, yards and appurtenances, and 
report any defect and the best method of 
remedying it. 
Report especially every 
case that may come under your observa­ 
tion 
of 
an 
overcrowded 
class-room. 
Scrutinize closely the means of exit iu 
case of 
a 
tire 
or panic, and where, 
in 
your 
opinion, 
they 
are 
defective 
or 
insufficient, 
suggest 
the 
remedy. 
In thie connection, encourage everywhere 
the introdnction of the admirable system 
of the fire drill. 
11[may save, in an emer­ 
gency, tbe lives of many of cur little ones. 
They and their parents look to us for safety, 
and we shall be cruelly neglectful and re­ 
creant to cur tiu st if we fail to adopt ail 
the appliances a wise forethought and the 
best mechanical ingenuity can device to 
save them who cannot think and act for 
themselves from disaster.” 
To this Miss Fowler replied as follows : 
“ My comprehension of the work before 
me is not a mission of fault-finding, but in 
every way to build up and strengthen, 
w ith more nnity and system, the large and 
all-important work of car sobools, particu­ 
larly in their sanitary and moral condi­ 
tions. 
Should I have occasion to criticise 
a teacher I promise yon it shall not be done 
in a way to mortify or compromise her self­ 
respect before her class or otheri. 
I t is a 
teacher’s right to be heard, understood and 
defended ; it shall ever be respected by 
me, as I bav8 always demanded it for my­ 
self. 
I enter apon the work with no other 
motive bnt to render the city that has em­ 
ployed me so many years a faithful return 
of conscientious service.”

THE CITY cUIT TO ESFORCE ADDITIONAL 
TAXES. 


Some ii.o.a ego reference was made to the 
proceedings 
instituted by Daniel Meyer 
against the city in the Supreme Court, to 
compre! the Trustees to levy cue per cent, 
taxes, in order that Ü5 per cent, might be ap­ 
plied to the sinking and interest fund. This 
was claimed to be mandatory under the Act 
of 1858, uuder which the city was governed 
at the time of the issuance of the bonds. The 
writ wr,a made returnable beforo the Supreme 
Court on Mondey last, and at the appointed 
time City Attorney Anderson and J. fi. Me- 
Kur.s test* uded by way of a motion to dis­ 
miss the petition and demurrer to the writ 
upon a cumber of grounds, among others, 
that the Ac: of 1S58 was repealed by the pro­ 
vinces oi the present charter, and that the 
clause iu the Act of 1858 creating a sinking 
and interest fund was no part of the contract 
of the is:-uaace cf the bonds, but was simply 
a regula: n which could be changed or re­ 
pealed a: : he pleasure of the Legislature, and 
that the ci ty was not amenable to any process 
cf any C'< art, either mesne or final. 
The petitioner aked the right to amend his 
petition iu co rta:» matt-rs, which was agreed 
to. 
A hearing of the case was urged by the 
counsel for the petitioner, and it was claimed 
that it was necessary in o.-der to save his 
rights, f-.r the reason that tii9 tax roll would 
g i into the hands of the Collector that day. 
The Court suggested that none of the rights 
which existed at this time could be lest by a 
continuante, and that it would be impossible 
to give counsel a hearing with a full bench 
until after the Los Angeles term. The casa 
was thsn c -ntinned for argument in bank at 
the».>yoi 
of the Sacramento term in May 
. 
' Tne ccur.ssl representing the bond- 
liolue.- w-’re Judge S. C. Denson and Rosen­ 
baum & Sheeline. 
I t would seem that a continuance of the 
case would amount to a defeat of the writ, 
for the reason that the tax roll is in the hsnda 
of the Collector, who ¡8 now proceeding to 
the collect,on of the taxes under the present 
levy, ami that on the first Monday in May 
this will r e completed, and all taxes not paid 
at that tiuie will be delinquen*. I: is diffi­ 
cult to see how any order or writ of the Court 
could avail anything after the taxes are all 
paid and after the expiration of the fiscal 
year, which expired last Monday. 
It looks as though the bondholders would 
have to m ake another tack, and irstitnte an­ 
other proceeding to reach the tax levy for the 
ensuing fiscal year.

THE CITY 5ÜIT TO ESFORCE ADDITIONAL 
TAXES. 


Soaie time ago reference w as made to the 
proceeding instituted hy Daniel Meyer 
again..-1; the city in the Supreme Court, to 
compel the Trustees to levy one per cent, 
taxes, in order that 55 per cent, might be ap­ 
plied to the sinking and interest fund. This 
was claimed to be mandatory under the Act 
of 185S, uuder which the city was governed 
a 1, the time jf the irt-uance of the bonds. The 
writ wne made returnable before the Supreme 
Court od . locdey last, and at the appointed 
time City Attorney Anderson and J. H. Mo- 
Kune ¡esconded by way oí a motion to .dis­ 
miss the- petition and demurrer to the writ 
upon a number of grounds, among others, 
that the Ac: of 1858 was repealed by the pro­ 
visions of the pre.-ent charter, and that the 
clause iu the Act of 1858 creating a sinking 
and interest land was no part of the contract 
of the isruance of the bonds, but was simply 
a regular. n which could be changed or re- 
pealo 1 at the pleasure of the Legislature, and 
that the :i:y w as not amenable to any process 
cf any Court, either meare or final. 
The petitioner arked the right to amend his 
p etitio n iu ctrta'.a matters, which was agreed 
to. 
A hearing of tho case was urged by ths 
counsel f -r the petitioner, a:d it was claimed 
that ú was necessary in order to save his 
rights, for the reason that the tax roll would 
go into the hau ls of the Collector that day. 
T he Court suggested that none of the rights 
which existed at this time could be lest by a 
continuance, and that it would be impossible 
to give o- un-el a hearing with a full bench 
until after the Loa Angeles term. The case 
was then continued for argument in back at 
the o¡ e ,i 
of the Sacramento term in May 
. sh - Tire counsel representing the bond* 
holtiíl V. - .e Judge S. C. Denson and Rosen­ 
baum & Sheeline. 
It would seom that a continuance of the 
case would amount to a defeat of the writ, 
for the reason that the tax roll is in the hands 
of the Collector, who is now proceeding to 
the collect n of the taxes under the present 
levy, and that on the first Monday in May 
this will be o unpleted, and all taxes not paid 
at that time will be delinquent. It is diffi­ 
cult to see how any order or writ of the Court 
could avail anything after the taxes are all 
paid and alter tbe expiration of the fiscal 
year, which expired last Monday. 
Il look- as though the bondholders would 
have to make another tack, and institute an­ 
other proceeding to reach the tax levy for the 
ensuing fiscal year.

By his side was 
found a card, ou which wis written with lead 
pencil: 11 Good by, Ross; take all I got.” He 
was an Kaglishmnu by birth, and ag’d 52 
years. Soms years ago he wa3 with an Eng 
lish Arn'in exploring expedition and had his 
feet severely frozen. From this he has al­ 
ways t-utfered much, and for two weeks past 
he had beer, ailing from other cau=e3. He had 
ever -i: ce hi* arrival in this city been accus­ 
tomed to take morphine, and a vial of the 
drug was found by his bedside. He had no 
relations in this country. Coroner Clark 
held an inquest on the remains last evening, 
aud the jury rendered a verdict that he ctrae 
to his death from an overdose of morphine, 
taken with suicidal intent.
